Today when the spectacle is repeated we 
know that you will be as generous in your 
applause as our crowd was last year. And 
enjoy again that wonderful time for the boys 
when they have their few minutes of glory, 
running on the pitch, in the ‘free for ail’ 
that follows the march past. 

Canberra can be justly proud of its young 
soccer players. Canberra City is deeply in- 
debted to those officials who over the years 
have given unstintingly of their time and 
skills to nurture the youngsters in their 
charge. Today, in our squad are two players 
direct from ACT Junior Clubs, two players 
from ACT Football League Clubs, and five 
players who have played in both ACT Junior 
and Football League Clubs. in our ‘friendlies’ 
against South Melbourne and Brisbane City, 
seven players under 21 took the field. Vic 
Fernandez believes in giving youth the 
opportunity to show its wares. To this end, 
he is assisted by the grand junior teams 
structure in the ACT. ; 

Like Canberra City, junior soccer in Can- 
perra-had humble beginnings. The few teams 
that played in the mid-sixties depended en- 
tirely on the sponsoring generosity of their 
families who were usually patrons, presi- 
dents, coaches and providers of these early 
teams. With the establishment of thie Hughes- 
Garran Junior Club in early 1969, the con- 
cept of broadly based parent supported 
clubs was introduced from NSW to Can- 
berra. Registered players soon multiplied 


and new clubs began mushrooming. As Can- - 


berra grew, soccer grew with it. Now all 
areas are represented by strong, parent 
supported soccer clubs. ; 

Allan McKendry, President of the ACT 
Juniors claims that Canberra. occupies a 
unigue position in Australian Soccer. The 
ACT Soccer Federation is the only one with 
all sections of the organisation — Junior 


League, Football League, Amateur League 
and Philips League — under one umbrella. 
The result is that Junior Soccer has been 
recognised for what it is ~ recreation for the 
young and a nursery for future stars. These 
two main aspects have been at the heart of 
the development of Junior soccer in the 
ACT. 

In 1979, juniors have been split into two 


broad.age groups: Under 8 to under 11; and~> / 


under 12 to under 16. In the lower age 
groups the emphasis will again be on enjoy- 
ment and lack. of competition. But once a 
player enters the under 12 grouping, the 
training becomes more intense. A deliberate 
parrier has been created. In the under 8 to 
under 11 grouping, matches are refereed by 
persons from the home ciub who have basic 
referees’ qualifications recognised by the 
Junior League, whereas Under 12 and above 
matches are refereed by persons qualified as 
third grade referees or better. 


So, when you cheer and applaud the boys 
today, spare a thought also for the people 
behind the scenes — the mumé and dads and 
other supporters who make it all possible. 

Most junior matches are a joy to watch. 
Why not try to maké it to one or two this 
season? If you have a child who might be 
interested in playing soccer this season, now 
is the time to make the necessary inquiries.
